U. S. ANXIOUS ABOUT TRADE 
WITH CANADA 


Washington, July 2.—The admin 
istration is bringing pressure to 
bear upon senators and congress- 
men to prevent increases in tariff 
duties which would be detrimental 
to United States foreign trade, well- 
informed circles here believe, It is 
understood that Canadian trade is 
the particular concern of the admin 
istration. 

The president represented as 
feeling that some of the increase: 
made by the house are extreme and

calculated to hurt United States 
trade in Canada. Among the 
schedules mentioned are those on 
shingles and cedar lumber, catth 
and dairy products.
